Norfolk  Item  Also  Boosted 
in  State  Budget 


The  general  appropriation  bill,  the 
State  budget,  calling  for  $55,355,114.22  for 
maintenance  of  State  Departments  and 
$2,906,375  for  the  Metropolitan  district, 
was  reported  into  the  House  yesterday 
by  the  legislative  committee  on  ways 
and  means. 

The  bill  was  put  over  until  Monday 
on  motion  of  Representative  Albert  F. 
Bigelow  of  Brookline,  chairman  of  the 
ways  and  means  committee.  At  that 
time  Chairman  Bigelow  will  make  a 
statement  outlining  the  appropriations 
asked  for  and  the  measure  will  then 
go  over  until  Tuesday,  when  items 
which  the  members  desire  to  debate 
may  be  "passed"  and  a  vote  taken  at 
the  Wednesday  session. 

Maintenance  of  the  Women's  Reform- 
atory at  Sherborn  and  the  Norfolk 
Prison  Colony  were  increased  over  those 
for  these  two  institutions  last  year.  The 
budget  calls  for  $172,382  for  the  Wo- 
men's Reformatory  and  $314,700  for  Nor- 
folk. Last  year  the  appropriations  v\ere 
$164,020  for-  Sherborn  and  $270,800  for 
Norfolk. 

An  additional  item  of  $5000  in  Norfolk 
budget  is  "for  expenditures  to  provide 
additional  protection  and  security  in  the 
custody  of  prisoners  at  the  State  prison 
colony."  This  item  was  asked  for  by 
Commisssioner  Dillon  to  provide  addi- 
tional solitary  confinement  cells  for 
those   requiring  punitive  treatment.
